PROCEEDINGS 

The  ninety-second  annual  session  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church  convened  at  Grayson,  Louisiana,  October 
21st,  1938. 

After  two  congregational  songs  led  by  the  Pastor  host, 
Rev.  F.  L.  Hearne,  the  conference  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President  tapping  the  table  with  the  "Beautiful  Gavel"  pre- 
sented to  the  Louisiana  Conference  by  the  late  Beloved  Lay- 
men, Mr.  A.  W.  Stewart. 

He  read  the  entire  16th  Psalm  for  the  Scripture  lesson 
and  called  the  Conference  to  prayer. 

The  welcome  address  was  most  fittingly  delivered  by 
Mr.  J.  W.  McKeithen  with  response  by  Rev.  Mary  E.  Perdue. 

The  Conference  Roll  was  called.  Upon  motion  the  Con- 
ference Bar  was  fixed. 

Introductions 

Dr.  John  Paul,  Dr.  R.  H.  Harper,  Dr.  J.  A.  Wade,  Rev.  E. 
W.  Day  and  Rev.  E.  L.  Johns  were  introduced  and  invited  to 
honorary  seats.  Mr.  W.  B.  Clark  was  also  introduced.  Most 
all  of  these  distinguished  guests  made  inspired  addresses. 

Upon  motion  the  names  of  Our  Honored  Dead  were 
called. 

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  Rev.  Paul  Durbin 
delivered  the  opening  sermon  to  the  delight  and  inspiration 
to  all. 

At  this  time  an  Air-mail  letter  from  Sister  Mary  E. 
Bartlett  was  received,  including  her  report,  which  was  read 
and  her  request  was  granted.  She  also  enclosed  $5.00  which 
was  applied  on  the  Presidents  salary. 

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn. 

First  Day  Afternoon  Session 

The  Conference  opened  promptly  at  2:30  p.  m.  Devo- 
tionals  by  Rev.  E.  M.  Mouser.  Scripture  Lesson,  the  84th 
Psalm,  followed  by  prayer. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Straughn,  President  of  the  General  Conferen- 
ce, Dr.  Frank  Stephenson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
ciation,  Dr.  F.  L.  Shaffer,  representing  our  "Appreciation 
Year"  program,  arrived  and  were  introduced  to  the  Confer- 


ence  and  the  time  was  fixed  for  them  to  address  the  Con- 
ference.. 

The  President  called  Dr.  Straughn  to  the  chair,  after 
which  he  read  his  report,  which  was  adopted. 

PRESIDENT'S   REPORT 

To  The  Ninety-Second  Session  of  The  Louisiana  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  now  in  session  at  Grayson, 
Greetings  in  the  Lord: 

Immediately  after  the  last  annual  conference,  I  entered  upon 
my  duties  and  have  had  a  very  busy  year.  I  have  traveled  the 
district  over  several  times  visiting  all  the  churches  but  two.  I 
have  visited  several  of  them  three  to  four  times.  I  have  tried  to 
serve  where  I  was  needed  most.  I  have  held  about  forty  (40) 
quarterly  conferences;  traveled  some  10  to  12  thousand  miles  in 
church  work.  I  have  encouraged  the  observance  of  all  the  spe- 
cial days;  have  tried  to  get  pastors  salaries  increased.  I  have 
held  several  meetings  with  good  results;  have  seen  about  delin- 
quent properties;  attended  two  pastor's  schools  and  young  peo- 
ple's schools  which  in  my  judgement  were  great  successes. 

I  have  made  a  trip  to  Tiffin,  Ohio  in  May  to  attend  the  An- 
nual meeting  of  the  Denominational  Board  and  Executive  Board 
and  will  report  same  later. 

Improvements 

(1)  Winnfield  Church  has  been  rebuilt. 

(2)  Center  Point  church  has  been  remodeled  and  painted. 

(3)  Urania  church  has  been  painted. 

(4)  Mt.  Zion  has  new  pews. 

(5)  A  new  church  building  at  Boyd,  Arkansas. 

(6)  Zora  church  has  been  recovered. 

There  have  been  other  minor  improvements  over  the  con- 
ference. 

Official  Acts 

Immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  last  annual  conference,  I 
appointed  Bro.  Kinney  to  the  Campbell  Chapel  charge.  Bro. 
Dick  Moore  to  Courtland  charge.  In  November  I  released  C.  A. 
^  Calhoun  from  Pollock  and  later  appointed  Bro.  Paul  Durkin  as 
pastor.  Later  I  released  Bro.  Tillman  Brown  from  Bear  Creek 
church  and  appointed  Mrs.  P.  C.  Cook  as  pastor.-  In  March  I 
appointed  Bro.  E.  0.  Hearne  pastor  of  Luna  church.  In  July  I 
released  Bro.  E.  W.  Corley  from  Concord  and  appointed  Bro.  E. 
O.  Hearne  pastor.  I  received  Sister  Ola  Ramsey's  letter  of  stand- 
ing for  re-instating  given  to  her  two  years  ago. 

At  last  annual  conference  I  was  asked  to  investigate  some 
..  complaints  made  against  Rev.  G.  A.  McVey.  After  traveling 
several  hundreds  of  miles  making  such  investigations  as  were 
deemed  necessary,a  church  trial  was  held  in  Winnfield,  La.,  in 
last  May.  Rev.  E.  O.  Hearne,  F.  L.  Hearne  and  Paul  Durbin 
acted  as  trial  judges.  Rev.  E.  W.  Corley  represented  the  con- 
ference. Mrs.  M.  E.  Perdue  represented  Rev.  McVey.  After  all 
evidence  was  heard,  the  judges  rendered  the  verdict  guilty  as 
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charged,  but  asked  that  he  be  reprimanded,  and  given  another 
chance. 

This  was  done  immediately  in  the  presence  of    the    court. 
This  ended  my  efforts  on  this  change. 


After  the  reading  of  the  President's  report,  Dr. 
Straughn  addressed  the  Conference  explaining  in  detail  mat- 
ters concerning  the  Methodist  Union.  His  message  stirred 
our  hearts. 

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived  for  the  election  of 
officers,  the  President  appointed  W.  W.  McDonald,  F.  L. 
Hearne  and  Ira  L.  Yeager  as  tellers. 

The  election  resulted  in  Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  being  re- 
elected President ;  Rev.  Mary  E.  Perdue,  re-elect- 
ed Secretary ;  Rev.  Ira  L.  Yeager,  re-elected  Treasurer ;  and 
Rev.  L.  A.  Bodie,  re-elected  Statistician. 

Upon  motion,  the  same  Board  of  Church  Extension  were 
elected. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  Lula  Wardlow  was  elected  to  serve 
until  1941  as  a  member  on  Itinerancy  and  Orders. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  was  elected  Delegate  to  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference. Rev.  Ira  L.  Yeager  and  Rev.  Mary  Perdue,  alter- 
nates. 

Mr.  T.  L.  Johnson  was  elected  Lay  Delegate  to  the 
United  Conference. 

Mr.  F.  G.  Wardlow  and  Mr: J.  W.  McKeithen  alternates. 
Motion  to  adjourn.

"APPRECIATION  YEAR" 

May  1,  1938— April  30,  1939 

THE  FINAL  CHAPTER 

In  all  probability  this  will  be  the  last  year  of  the  sepa- 
rate denomination  life  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
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For  one  hundred  and  ten  years  we  have  witnessed  to  our 
faith  as  Methodist  Christians,  devoted  to  the  idea  of  demo- 
cracy in  the  church,  the  equal  rights  of  ministers  and  laity 
in  the  work  and  councils  of  the  church,  and  advocates  of  a 
new  life  through  the  grace  of  Christ. 

LOSING  BUT  FINDING 

The  merging  of  the  three  great  American  Methodist 
churches  means  that  each  loses  his  life.  The  old  names, 
dividing  lines,  sectionalisms  and  antagonisms  will,  please 
God,  disappear  forever.  In  a  very  real  sense  all  become 
members  of  the  new  Methodist  Church,  enjoy  the  old  but 
new  fellowships,  and  realize  a  unity  which  comes  nearer  to 
reaching  the  thing  for  which  our  loved  Lord  prayed  so  ear- 
nestly, (John  17).  And  so,  though  losing  our  lives  we  actu- 
ally find  them ! 

SETTING  THE  HOUSE  IN  ORDER 

That  is  always  proper — but  especially  commendable  and 
necessary  when  some  great  event  in  the  life  of  the  household 
is  about  to  take  place.  And,  with  a  wedding — well,  it  is  just 
the  thing  we  love  to  do.  In  a  ceremony  of  such  magnitude 
and  significance,  an  occasion  when  three  parties  instead  of 
two  are  concerned,  surely,  surely,  we  are  bound  to  make 
ready !  We  will  do  that  best  by  every  local  church,  every 
pastor,  every  Sunday  School,  Endeavor  Society,  Auxiliary, 
Board  and  similar  groups,  organizations  and  individuals 
making  this  a  very  personal  matter.  It  means  attention  to 
our  own  spiritual  status,  to  the  work  of  the  church  in  every 
department,  and  last  but  by  no  means  least,  seeing  that  ev- 
ery financial  responsibility  is  met  in  full. 

A  GREAT  SLOGAN 

"Our  World  Service  Quota  in  Full."  That  is  the  word 
which  is  to  be  heralded  to  the  f  artherest  borders  of  our  great 
church.  To  each  congregation  has  been  assigned  a  certain 
share  in  the  worldwide  program  of  education,  benevolence 
and  missions.  Our  name  for  this  program  is  "World  Ser- 
vice" and  it  is  financed  by  the  contributions  of  our  people. 
Otherwise  it  could  not  exist. 

THE  PRESENT  TASK 

It  is  two-fold :    First,  to  carry  on  with  all  possible  ef fi- 
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ciency  the  work  now  going  on.  Our  missionaries,  our  col- 
leges, our  seminary,  our  summer  conferences  and  pastors' 
schools,  our  superannuates,  our  homes  for  children  and  the 
aged.  All  of  this  work  is  of  the  highest  importance.  It  lags 
and  drags  because  of  insufficient  funds. 

Second,  during  the  early  years  of  the  depression  our 
people  had  to  reduce  or  discontinue  their  gifts.  They  were 
without  work  or  had  to  assume  the  care  of  dear  ones,  if  they 
did  have  a  job.  The  contributions  to  our  World  Service  ask- 
ings dropped  60  per  cent  in  a  few  years,  starving  our  World 
Service  work,  requiring  drastic  curtailments  everywhere 
and  threatening  the  very  existence  of  our  missionary  and 
college  enterprises.  Money  had  to  be  borrowed  to  meet  hon- 
est obligations.  Some  of  those  debts  have  been  paid.  But 
not  all.  There  remains  about  $90,000.  Will  our  house  really 
be  set  in  order  if  we  go  into  Methodist  union  with  those 
debts  unpaid  ?  They  can,  if  we  no  more  than  double  our  con- 
tributions. If  we  will  pay  our  World  Service  apportionments 
in  full,  we  can  do  much  more — put  all  our  work  in  such  shape 
that  we  can  look  up  with  pride,  making  no  apologies  to  any- 
one, and  present  ourselves,  without  spot  or  wrinkle  or  any 
other  financial  blemish,  to  the  new  Methodist  Church. 

TO  THE  WORK! 

The  period  covered  by  "Appreciation  Year"  is  from  May 
1, 1938  to  April  30, 1939,  and  all  contributions  made  to  World 
Service  interests  during  that  period  are  a  credit  on  this  pro- 
gram and  contribute  to  the  reaching  of  the  goal. 

DETAILS  OF  THE  PROGRAM 

The  entire  movement  is  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of 
Nine,  created  by  the  Board  of  Administration.  The  church 
has  been  divided  into  four  areas  or  jurisdictions,  with  a  care- 
fully selected  chairman  and  one  of  the  Executive  Secretaries 
associated  with  him.  The  general  supervision  is  in  their 
charge.    Further  details  will  be  forthcoming  in  due  time. 

OUR  QUOTA  IN  FULL 

That  is  the  slogan  for  every  pastor,  every  congregation, 
every  member.  The  cause  is  worthy,  the  needs  most  urgent, 
the  cause  is  calling!  Always  the  church  moves  forward  on 
the  love-gifts  of  her  disciples.  And  love-gifts  are  the  need — 
those  offerings  placed  upon  the  altar  of  Christ  in  apprecia- 
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tion  of  Him,  His  church,  and  the  services  of  our  schools  and 
our  missionaries.  It  might  be  well  to  remember,  "There  is 
that  withholdeth  more  than  is  mete  and  it  tendeth  to  pover- 
ty; and  there  is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth."  Let  us 
resolve  to  do  our  full  share — and  PLUS. 


BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  annual  conference  without  proper  credentials  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  election;  and  in  case  of  alternate 
the  certificate  shall  so  express  it. 

Section  2.  Delegates  to  the  annual  conference  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  mem- 
bership, over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations, 
and  missions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  steward  to  designate 
the  time  and  place  and  give  notice  of  election.  The  election 
shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  stewards ;  and  they 
shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to  be 
compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  receiving 
a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  delegate  or 
delegates,  and  receive  certificates  according;  provided  that 
in  the  case  of  a  tie,  members  of  Quarterly  Conference,  by  a 
majority  vote  shall  decide;  and  provided  further  that  in  case 
the  delegates  and  alternates  elected  from  any  work  are  prov- 
identially hindered  from  attending  the  annual  conference  to 
which  they  were  elected,  then  the  pastor  in  charge  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  represent  the  work 
in  the  conference.  That  no  one,  especially  the  men  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not  contribute  regular- 
ly for  the  support  of  the  pastor  and  the  claims  of  the  general 
and  annual  conference. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except 
they  be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine 
piety,  respectable  attainment  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the 
fundamental  doctrine  of  Christianity  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  gospel  duties. 

Section  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left 
without  ministerial  work  for  more  than  two  years  at  the  end 
of  which  time  he  shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be 
transferred  to  the  unstationed  list,  and  if  so  transferred 
shall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing.    This  rule  shall 
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apply.to  any  minister  so  transferred,  provided  he,  at  his  own 
Jr&juest,  may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference.    .  . 

Section  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  cir- 
cuit, station  or  mission,  shall  cease,  from  labors  assigned  him 
by  the  stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall 
have  expired,  except  by  consent  of  the  president,  for  reason 
by  him  deemed  expedient. 

:;;.  Section  6.  The  secretary  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with 
a  condensed  blank  pastor's  report  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  annual  conference  that 
each  pastor  during  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  confer- 
ence hand  their  reports  to  the  committee  on  pastors  reports 
and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committee  and  confer- 
ence, said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  conference  steward  for 
his  action,  then  to  the  statistical  secretary  for  final  disposi- 
tion. Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule  for 
the  first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  president, 
and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  located  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  conference.  That  the  evangelists  and  confer- 
ence missionaries  read  their  reports  to  the  conference.  We 
recommend  that  when  the  president  visits  a  pastoral  charge 
that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to  the  spirit- 
ual and  financial  condition  of  the  charge  and  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  to  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with 
the  church. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  Charge  shall 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  conference  meet 
and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment 
made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  for  the  support  of 
the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class  accord 
ing  to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay  and  that  the  stewards 
see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly  and  in  connection  with 
Section  7,  we  recommend  that  each  steward  keep  a  non- 
effective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contrib- 
ute to  the  support  of  the  pastor,  the  president,  and  to  the 
general  interest  of  the  church,  and  that  the  stewards  notify 
the  pastor  of  the  number  of  members  that  do  not  help  sup- 
port the  church. 

Amendment  to  Section  7 

;  f  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  pastor,  evangelist,  or  con- 
ference missionary  holding  or  causing  to  be  held  any  revival 
meting  within  the  bounds  conference,  to  receive  a 

special  'of  f  erifig,  either  during  said  meeting  or  at  some  other 
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time  during  the  year.  Said  offering  to  be  placed  immedi- 
ately in  the  superannuate  fund,  by  sending  to  treasurer  of 
said  fund.  The  failure  to  comply  with  this  rule  he  or  she 
shall  be  assessed  the  sum  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars,  for  each 
meeting,  which  will  be  placed  in  said  fund. 

Section  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  inter- 
est of  the  church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  except 
those  who  are  eighteen  years  of  age  and  are  contributing 
members  in  full  membership. 

Section  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
in  good  standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year  is  eli- 
gible to  any  office  in  the  church  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  an- 
nual conference;  provided  that  where  a  church,  circuit,  sta- 
tion, or  mission  has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may  place 
in  office  in  the  church  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the  annual  con- 
ference such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  such  as 
have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Section  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any 
action  to  be  taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church. 

Section  11.  The  term  of  office  of  conference  steward 
shall  be  one  year. 

Section  12.  The  conference  steward  shall  be  required 
to  receive  and  hold  all  money  collected  for  various  benevo- 
lent purposes  from  the  different  charges,  also  conference 
collections. 

Sction  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  conference  stew- 
ard to  settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  conference  out  of 
the  conference  collections  during  the  session  and  present  the 
remainder  to  the  conference  for  disbursement. 

Section  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards 
or  persons  authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for 
the  various  benevolent  purposes  taking  receipt  and  at  which 
any  other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  proper  exhibit  to 
the  conference  during  the  session  at  which  he  was  appointed 
also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  15.  At  the  first  quarterly  conference  of  each 
conference  year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  made  by  the  fourth  quarterly  conference 
for  his  support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  each 
quarterly  conference  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  of  each 
class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid  and  in  case 
the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  steward  will  not  be  held 
responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid. 
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Section  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  annual  conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an 
opening  sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  annual  conference 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary  and  properly  arranged  for 
printing  in  the  annual  minutes  for  which  she  shall  receive 
reasonable  compensation  and  the  minutes  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  the  secretary. 

Section  18.  The  secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books 
and  journals,  records  and  proceedings  of  the  conference  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  conference  at  its  next  session. 

Section  19.  The  president  shall  be  stationing  authority 
of  the  conference,  calling  to  his  aid  as  council,  one  layman 
from  each  work  represented. 

Section  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers 
there  shall  not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment  who  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is  incompetent  for  the 
duties  thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appoint- 
ments and  such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  transferred 
by  conference  to  the  unstationed  list ;  provided  that  no  min- 
ister or  preacher  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference  is 
entitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  see 
that  deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to 
the  Methodist  Protestant  church  in  the  Louisiana  District, 
and  have  same  recorded. 

Section  22.  That  the  president,  secretary,  conference 
steward  and  standing  district  committee  shall  be  elected  at 
3 :00  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protest- 
ant Church. 

Section  23.  These  By-Laws  can  only  be  changed,  alter- 
ed or  amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  conference 
of  such  change,  alteration  or  amendment,  and  it  will  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session 
of  the  conference. 

RULES     OF     ORDER 

Section  1.  The  conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on 
the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  president  conducting  the  de- 
votional services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which 
the  president  shall  read  the  annual  report. 
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Section  2.  During  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of 
conference  all  ministers  and  preachers  under  appointment  of 
this  conference  shall  hand  their  reports  to  the  committee  on 
Pastor's  Report. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of 
the  conference  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written 
if  the  president  and  secretary  request. 

Secion  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution 
introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented  and  is  read 
by  the  secretary,  or  is  stated  by  the  president,  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  conference  any  time  before 
the  amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone,  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  enter- 
tained until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of 
which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of 
the  following  motions  shall  intervene,  which  are  placed 
namely :  First,  indefinite  postponement ;  Second,  laying  on 
the  table;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee;  Fourth,  postpone- 
ment to  a  given  time ;  Fifth,  substitute ;  Sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  de- 
bate or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise 
and  respectfully  address  the  president,  but  shall  not  proceed 
until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interupted  while  speak- 
ing except  by  the  president  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  de- 
parts from  the  question  or  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful 
language;  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
president  to  the  subject  when  deems  a  speaker  out  of  or- 
der and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself 
misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question,  but  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  president 
shall  decide  it  a  privileged  question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  question  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time 
without  leave  of  the  conference ;  nor  sfrall  any  member  speak 
more, than  once  until  every  member  choosing- to  speak, has 
spoken;  provided,  however,. that, the  mover  of  a  resolution  or 
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a  committee  making  a  report  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have 
been  voted  upon  by  the  conference  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a 
reconsideration  but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable 
motion,  and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
Conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to 
attend. 

Section  14.  No-member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  Bar  when  such  question  is 
put  by  the  president  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference 
when  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  Bar  at  the 
time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  con- 
ference for  reason  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  conference 
and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members 
present,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before 
the  conference  except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  president  shall  appoint  the  chairman 
of  committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each 
chairman  of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  ap- 
pointed one  year  in  advance  and  meet  at  next  annual  confer- 
ence one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body  and  that  the 
under-graduates  meet  such  committee  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing examined  in  their  studies.  Failure  on  the  part  of  the 
under-graduates  with  this  requirement  (unless  providen- 
tially hindered)  forfeits  their  opportunity  to  meet  the  com^ 
mittee  during  that  session  of  conference. 

Section  21.  No  minister  or  preacher  who  are  members 
of  this  conference  shall  intrude  themselves  on  any  station, 
circuit,  or  mission,  without  first  receiving  an  invitation  or 
permission  from  the  pastor  in  charge.
